TWO STRONG SBRMONa 


Rev. James Miller's Views on the 


Subject of "Hell." 


Large congregations greeted the Rev. 


James Miller at the First M. E. chnroh 
yesterday, both morning and evening, 
notwithstanding the inclemency of the 
weather. As has been announced hereto- 
fore, Kev. Miller concluded the series of 
five sermons. 
His morning discourse was 


on "Heaven," and was very interesting, 
and occupied exactly one hour in its de- 
livery. At night the subject was "Hell," 
and waa founded on Mark 9:47-48. The 
speaker stated at the opening of his dis- 
course that there were three theories as 
to what became of those who die in sin: 
1st, the Kestitutionists, who believed 
that after long ages of chastisement the 
human race was to be restored; lid, the 
Destructiomsts, who believed that the 
wicked were to be annihilated; 3d, the 
Traditionalists, who hold that all who 
die in sin are consigned to endless tor- 
ment, and that only a very few of man- 
kind will be saved, Talmage and Spur- 
geon and Joseph Cook take this view. 


Kev. 
Miller stated that he did not enter- 


tain either of these views. If he believed 
that the vast major'ty of the human race 
were to suffer endless torment, he could 
never smile again. Still he could not say 
that suffering will come to an end for all 
souls. Sin brings consequences that are 
irreparable. He did not believe, how- 
ever, that God would create a'world for 
endless pain. The Old Testament is 
silent on the ques'ion. For 4000 years if 
such a doctrine were true, God permitted 
no reference to be made to it in the Bible, 
But four passages in the Old Testament 
could be construed as in any manner re- 
ferring to everlasting torment. Fire is 
used in the Bibie as a metaphor, and 
meant purification in the days of tbe 
New Testament. Hell had many mean- 
ings, but was generally understood to 
mean the intermediate state; 99outof 100 
now understand it to mean a place of 
endless torment. With the translators 
of the New Testament it did not have 
such meaning; the word hell occurs 65 
times in the New Testament. Bev. Miller 
then proceeded to show the different 
words that represented it and their differ- 
ent meanings. He referred to the state- 
ment that saints in the other world could 
look with joy on the lost in torments, and 
said that if this was what constituted a 
saint, he did not want to be one, Men 
should not come, to Christ through fear, 
but because of love. Love was tbe great 
controlling power of Christianity, and the 
only power that could draw men to 
Christ. 
At both services there were 


largo numbers of members of other con- 
gregations, showing the deep interest 
taken by all in this series of discourses, 
which have been both profitable and in- 
structive.
